Some require more than a complete report with verifiable detail; you apparently have to tell 
the Op how great he is to get a QSL, like Doomsday and Up Against the Wall. And then there's a 
few, like WJLR and WKIK, that won't verify anybody for anything. These are just general 
observations, of course. Ultimately, I can't spell out a station's policy unless they tell me what that 
policy is...

ED KUSALIK VERIFIES PROMO 

Lately we have mentioned in this column that QSL's from the Voice of Oromo Liberation have been 
arriving in DXers mailboxes. It now is clear that this station is one of the most reliable clandestines in the 
verification department. One of the happy recipients of a QSL from Oromo this month is veteran DXer Ed 
Kusalik of Alberta, whose full data letter arrived from tlicm in 28 days. Ed used the address in Germany 
that has been working for everybody, which is written on Ed's QSL letterhead as Postfach 510610, 13366 
Berlin, Germany. Taye Tefena, the Secretary of SBO Committee, Europe, was the verie signer. 

Ed notes that his QSL shows an acronym of the station as "sbo," which stands for Sagalee Bilisummaa 
Oromoo. This is the identification to look for during the actual broadcasts. According to Ed's verie the 
station's target area is East Africa and the Middle east on 5960 kl Iz for an hour at 1 600 UTC on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Saturdays. Ed encloses a copy of his QSL, which we print here in Vie ACE. The verie, 
which is in English, contains three paragraphs that discuss the ideology of the station and the purpose of its 
broadcasts. Our congratulations go to Ed, and we appreciate the copy of the QSL that he sent in for us to 



RADIO ALPHA 99 AND DC RADIO 

Mark Dawson of Virginia sends in two interesting items about two stations that straddle the border between 
clandestines, pirates, and bootleg broadcasters. First, Mark heard an interesting episode of jamming on 
March 2 that was directed at Radio Havana Cuba's regular 9850 kHz transmitter on 31 meters. A station 
identifying itself as Radio Alpha 99 sat on top of the Cuban broadcast from 0330-0350 UTC in upper 
sideband. Most of the jamming consisted of identifications: "Radio Alpha 99 Viva Cuba Libre." Mark says 
that the jamming signal was loud, and thus was effective at disnipting his reception of Cuba. This was 
somewhat ouLsidc the fonnat of traditional anti-Castro clandestines that produce regular programming 
Perhaps it was an attempt to create a "tit-for-tat" jamming situation to match the regular Cuban jamming of 
various anti-Castro clandestine and quasi-clandestine stations It's not clear if this Alpha 99 incident was 
isolated, or if tins jamming appears intermittently or even somewhat regularly Has anybody else been 
hearing something like this? Sometimes we see clandestine activity in unanticipated places so it pays to 
tune around the bands. 

Mark also reports that he heard a Morse code broadcast of Radio DC on March 24 on 6955 kHz The US 
Postal Service splotched Mark's postcard right at the spot where he listed the time for this broadcast, so ifs 
hard to read. But, it looks like 0000 UTC was the time that Mark was trying to communicate for this log 
As is typical of the activity from this station, its show was a repealed Morse code beacon with the content 
of. RADIO DC. DONT VOTE REPUBLICAN." With another national electi. 
in the United States, it would not be a big surprise if this station beret 
bands. Of course, the station is mainly a pirate, but its heavy political 
borderline of clandestine status.

i not listed in Alan's letter, he points out that the FBI hatched a tactic 
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to try and draw out the "Freemen" in Montana via the use of a shortwave transmitter. The FBI attempted to 
sell a transmitter to the Freemen housed inside the compound where a standoff continues between law 
enforcement authorities and this extreme right wing group. Apparently this ruse did not work. I have seen 
occasional references in the press to the fact that several right wing groups are making use of bootleg 
shortwave transmitters for communications at times, probably using ham radio gear for the most part. 

Although they hardly qualify as a clandestine, Alan has found an interesting World Wide Web site that will 
be of interest to many ACE members.

"Bob" on the internet, they are also linked from the WCSB radio page here in Cleveland, which can be 
linked from John Cruzan's excellent Free Radio page. Actually, those persons with sufficient "slack" will 
hardly need their computers to get all of this material.

REPUBLIC OF TEXAS 

Larry Loper of Texas saw the item in Hie ACE about a proposal to construct a 50 Kw medium wave 
transmitter somewhere in Texas that would not be licensed by the FCC, but would instead be licensed 
under the auspices of the Republic of Texas. I have had no luck with the e-mail address that they gave in a 
Press Release about this scheme, since the e-mail address does not appear to be working. The Republic of 
Texas does have its own World Wide Web site, however, as we pointed out in.this column. 

Larry noticed that there has been some coverage of the Republic of Texas movement on the web site 
operated by the Houston Chronicle newspaper. According to articles on this site that had previously been 
printed in the newspaper, advocates for the Republic of Texas has held a march to the state capitol building 
in Austin to call attention to their movement. They asked the legislature for cooperation with their proposal 
for Texas to reinstate its republic status outside the USA government, but they had virtually no success. A 
Chronicle editorial column estimated the size of this group at 2,000 members. Their President, John C. 
VanKirk of San Antonio, was elected March 9 during a meeting in Lubbock. But, VanKirk is currently 
involved in a "rift" with the council members of this group. VanKirk called the Republic's council "crazy 
idiots" who have properties of "lunacy."

I received an anonymous letter this month with considerable propaganda about the Liberty I^obby from 
somebody in North Carolina. Most of the material was ideological statements from this right wing political 
group. But, part of the information was a schedule of "Alternative Shortwave Radio Broadcasts" that arc 
traditionalist, constitutionalist, nationalist, populist, sovereign, patriot, and Christian. The adjectives 
apparently meet the Liberty Lobby's political criteria.

The RAMSEY FM-25: Finally, a synthesized, easily-programmable FM transmitter kit! This 
transmitter was mentioned in a previous ACE but until this time, I had very little technical information 
about it. In between consulting for a local technical college and donations of info from others, here 
are some findings! The first is from a fellow micro'caster and WOLF Radio Network affiliate, "The 
Dude": "Hey, Bud! I've finally got a handle on my Ramsey FM-25 PLL FM stereo transmitter, and 
here's how.. ..It took me a full night to build and after I powered up I had a major problem with 
frequency stability [imagine that! bud] - the PLL was deviating as much as + or - 3 MHz... yuck! I had 
a hairline crack in a PC run and it took me about three weeks to find It." 

"After that, I set the FM-25 to 104.1 MHz, but the closest I could get was 104.093 MHz. By changing 
capacitor C1 from a 47pf fixed cap to a 20-50pf trimmer cap, I was able to tune to 104.1 MHz. BUT, I 
noticed drift [expected! bud]... In an hour, the FM-25 would drift as much as 11 kHz below 104.1 
MHz. What helped was to ditch the AC/DC adapter that came with the kit in lieu of a well-regulated 
13.8 VDC power supply. Now it only drifted down 6 kHz below 104.1 MHz; that's not bad, but I 
wanted better! I suspected temperature warm-up and I was right, so now I'm running the FM-25 with 
the cover off. it now drifts as much as 500 Hz! For now, I'm leaving it that way; the power and temp 
work with the FM-10 & FM-10A as well ... To get a better handle on temperature, I might try 
cing capacitors C2, C10 and C12 with silver mica capacitors." [true! more later, bud] 

FM-25 is a very spurious transmitter. On amateur radio frequencies, I've noticed that it layed 
"spurs" on 6, 2, and 1 .25 meters and 70 cm, as well as most of the FM broadcast band and 
ation band... yikes!!! To reduce that problem, I replaced coupling capacitor C27 from a .001 uf cap 
■ .130 uh variable inductor. That helped a lot for 2m, 1 25m, 70cm and the aviation band, but I still 
on 6m and the FM band. Any ideas?" 

done an audio modification to improve the audio and volume of the FM-25; I will not get into 
, however, since my studio set-up may be different from everyone else's. My system is set up to 
compatible with three different Part 15 transmitters from both Ramsey and Panaxis. If anyone has 
more ideas on improving the Ramsey FM-25, please feel free to write to: The WOLF Radio Network, 
WNY Affiliation, PO Box 452, Wellsville, NY 14895 [please enclose three stamps!], or write to Bud at 
this column." ["Another WOLF affiliate who's trying an FM-25 is Dick Tator of Omega Radio; he 
reports he's doing well with his transmitter."] 

"In other news, WOLF Radio affiliate, the Naked DJ of Black Swan Radio appears to have found a 
high-powered FM pirate [gasp! bud] in his town on 87.9 MHz. This station is mono, has great audio 
quality, covers about 6km and is mysterious - no i d. was heard. The station just plays whole thrash 
metal albums and is on for hours at a time. Nice catch! Until next time, 73! The Dude." 

Thanks, amigo, well done! By the way, The Dude runs three outlets now, "Ultimate Rock 91.5FM, 
"All Jam Radio 104.1 FM", and an AM Carrier Current station on 600 kHz, "AM 600". In addition to 
The Dude's upgrades, here are a few that should be tried: change capacitors C30, C32, C18, C12 
and C20 to silver mica caps; change C22 and C14 to polystyrene caps; change C2 to a silver mica, 
or at the very least, an NPO; and C7 & C8 to AT LEAST NPO's. 

In looking at a schematic a friend sent me, and reading the new Ramsey catalog, I saw where R19 
[2.2k ohms] could be strapped for more power [Ramsey states it in the catalog!]. One could just 
replace R19 with a variable/trimmer resistor for two areas; one, to tune the transmitter, and two, to 
tune it for the maximum power for that village/missionary station outside the U.S.! 
OK, Yo tells me I've taken up enough space for now; until next time, happy radioing & 73! de Bud. 
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
